WASHINGTON, May 13.—The supreme 
court of the United States to day ren- 
dered a decision in one branch of the 
celebrated Mira Clark Gaines litigation. 
A suit was brought by Mrs. Gaines some 
years ago for an amount approxamating 
$2,000,000 the income derived by the 
city of New Orleans from the property 
willed her by her father, the title to 
which was for a long time in dispute, 
and for about $ 5 6 0 , 0 0 0 interest on this 
income. 


On the death of Mrs. Gaines in 1887, 
the prosecution of this suit was con- 
tinued by her heirs. 
A judgement was 
expected more than two years ago, but 
the decision of the court has been de- 
layed. The court to-day affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court as far as it 
related to the income from the improved 
property, $576,777, and interest, but dis- 
allowed that 
part of the 
judgment 
awarding $ 1 , 3 4 8 , 0 0 0 for revenue on the 
unimproved property. 


In the habeas corpus case of Alisian 
Saum, brought up from the United 
States district court of Colarado, the 
court decided that the proceedings in 
contempt were properly brought and 
that the applicant for relief must serve 
out his term of one year in the counly 
jail.

The maases of the voters who cast ihair 
ballots for him at the late mnnidpal 
eleotion did so under the imj^reaaion 
that, if elected, he would ^ enforoe the 
laws reepeotiug the closing of the sa- 
loons upon the Sabbath day. 
Whether 
they were right or wrong in regard to 
his position on this question, it was the 
issue that led to his election, and if he 
fails to fneet it and do his duty by en- 
forcing the Sunday laws more strictly 
than has, been done, the censure oi 
these voters wiU be cast upon him. 


This, to a great extent, was manifest 
in the sermon preached last evening by 
Bev. S. A. Northrop, the pastor of the 
First Baptist church, at that sanctuary. 
It was the fifth of a series of ten ser- 
mons which are being delivered by him 
on the ten commandments and the sub- 
ject 
was: 
"The Sabbath in Fort 
Wayne." 


The reverend gentleman, after a brief 
introductory, 
alluded to the re- 
cent 
election of the new mayor 
and 
said 
that 
all eyes 
were 
now turned toward him to see what 
his policy would bef in regard to the 
Sunday question. 
The speaker hoped 
it would be for law and order, and that 
the new mayor would rise to the import- 
ance of the hour and do the right. 


The saloons of the city, he said, 
should be made to obey the law, and in 
common with other branches of business, 
should close their places of business on 
the Sabbath day. It is right, and the 
mayor should see that the law is en- 
forced. By it drunkenness and law 
breaking would be decreased and hun- 
dreds of families in Fort Wayne would 
be saved the disgrace of having hus- 
bands and sons coming from the saloons 
to their homes in an intoxicated condi- 
tion on the Sabbath. 


Pastor Northrop then entered into an 
eloquent defense of the Christian Sab- 
bath, discussing the theme much after 
the same fashion that it has been treated 
from other pulpits. He said the Sab- 
bath should be a day of religious wor- 
ship and abstinence from secular labor 
and sinful recruation. 
His discourse 
was an interesting one and the audience 
thought his discussion of the theme 
only too short, for, as his rule Sunday 
evenings, his talk lasted only thirty 
minutes. 


BEV. VAN SliYKE ON TEMPERANCE. 
Bev. W. M. Van Slyke, the new pas- 
tor of the Berry Street M. E. church, 
delivered a stirring address at the Tem- 
perance headquarters on Harrison street, 
yesterday afternoon to the Temperance 
Loyal Legion. His ringing words were 
directed against the rum traffic and the 
evils resulting from it. 


In speaking of the lienancy of the 
liquor laws of the state of Indiana, he 
said that the saloon-keeper could be fined 
$200 for selling liquor to a minor. The 
poisonous stuff sent the lad reeling 
through our streets, wrecked his young 
life, and made him a candidate for the 
penitentiary, the g^ows and the drunk- 
ard's grave. 
Fortius the laws of the 
state said the saloon-keeper was liable 
to a fine of $200. 


A farmer sells a calf which lacks a 
few days of being six weeks old and he 
can be fined $500 and imprisoned in the 
county jail. 
A dairyman skims the 
cream from his milk and afterwards sells 
the latter for the pure stuff and he can 
also be fined in the sum of $500. Are 
our boys not as good as calves or skimmed 
milk ? the eloquent pastor asked. His 
speeoh was an eloquent temperance plea 
to the young people in his audience to 
lead sober lives and was full of good 
arguments for the temperance cause. 


SERMON BY DR. COBB. 


Bev. H. L. Cobb, of New York City, 
occupied the pulpit at the Congrega- 
tional church yesterday, both at the 
morning and evening services. He 
spoke in the morning of Daniel's vision 
of the kingdom of God and the 
prophecy that it would be an everlast- 
ing kingdom wherein all the dominions 
should serve and obey the Lord. TTiw 
sermon was a grand exposition of the 
text, and his words were eloquent as he 
urged his hearers to Christian duty. 


Every person had a work to do, he 
said, in the service of the Master, and 
no matter whether it was great or small, 
each individual's work would^oount in 
bringing about the grand result—the 
conversion of the world. 


The reverend gentleman's discourse 
was replete with grand thoughts and his 
illustrations, told in an interesting imd 
Sequent way, sent the truths he sought 
to teaoh home to his hearers with a tel- 
ling force. Dr. Cobb is the secretary of 
the home misskma of hia chnrdi. Ha" 
has been attendizig a convention in the 
interest of that cause, at Indianapolis, 
and is now on hia way to Miehigan, to 
be present at a Himilar meeting.

one of the moat prominent divinaa of 
the Chriatian church and hia sermons 
yeatarday ware highly i^dton of fay all 
who baard lham.
